Claims 1 and 46 are both species claims because Claims 1 and 46 each include all of the 
limitations of Claim 24, and Claim 24 does not included any limitations that are not present in 
Claims 1 and 46. See M.P.E.P. §806.04(d). 

For all of the above reasons, Applicants request that the Examiner withdraw the 
restriction requirement. 

The Applicants believe that the subject application is in condition for allowance. Such 
action is earnestly solicited by the Applicants. 

In the event that the Examiner deems the present application non-allowable, it is 
requested that the Examiner telephone the Applicants' attorney or agent at the number indicated 
below so that the prosecution of the present case may be advanced by the clarification of any 
continuing rejection.
